— A rough estimate of 
the probable expense of what are styled Smithtield subterranean 
abattoirs, is given in the appendix to the House of Commons’ select 
committee's report on Smithfield Market, lately issued. It appears 
from the said estimate that the total expenses, as calculated by Mr, 
Moseley, architect, would be 200,000}. OF this amount, ‘55,880, 
would be required for the purchase of property on the lines of ap- 
proaches, enlargement of market as proposed, fees, commission, and 
sundry other expenses. The remaining 144,120}, it is estimated, 
would be expended in digging and carting some 815 000 cubic yards 
of earth, concrete, brick work in foundation, and revetement wails in 
arches, &c ; some 3450 tons of iron for columns, girders, &c, (to 
cost 26.0001. ); some 74,000 Feet of elm flooring, &e.

And were they not even subjected to expulsion 
from France during the reign of Louis XV. — a bigotted Catholic 
‘sovereign, who regarded the appointment of a Jesuit confessor 
near his person as “an act not only ef moral propriety, but asa 
guarantee for his personal safety?” Nay, in later years, was not 
the Order actually suppressed in Rome by the Brief of Cle- 
ment XIV.? And did not Joseph, the Emperor of Germany, a 
man who zealously claimed the name of Roman Catholic, abolish 
all religious institutions which did not specially concern dogma 
and matters of conscience? Prussia and Russia became the only 
places of refuge of the Jesuits, and we need not tell what is their 
present position in those countries. 

Surely it has not been for the purity of their piety — their ab- 
stinence from intrigue — their excellence as loyal subjects — their 
virtue as teachers, or their humility, that one nation after another 
has for nearly three centuries washed its hands of them — such 
nations, too, professing a religion corresponding with that of the 
Jesuits? And most assuredly it is not for the soundness of the 
instruction they have disseminated in Lug, Uri, Unterwalden, 
Lucerne, or Friburg, that the Swiss Diet has decreed their 
expulsion. 

But the deluded cantons will derive no lesson from these exam- 
ples. ‘Their leaders have sworn, “by Heaven and the sky of 
freedom,” to defend their right to choose their own teachers.

were engaged with the mighty elements ot nature, A beacon struc- 
ture, which promised more than any other before suggested to effect 
what was required, was one lately erected on the South Calliper, and 
a representation of which will be seen in the adjoining illustration. 
The foundation of this beacon is a cast-iron tube, or rather a hollow 
columi, being no less than two feet six inches in diameter, It is 
eighty-eight teet long, and was put together in lengths of ten and 
twenty feet, the first paris being successively driven to the depth of 
thirty-two feet into the sand by a most ingenious process recently 
patented by Dr. Potts. This main shaft is surrounded by four lesser 
ones, each having a diameter of fifteen inches ; and the whole being 
well bolted together, supported acage seven feet in diameter, and 
fifty-six feet above the level of the sand. It is due to the inventor to 
remark, that although the winds of heaven have removed the super- 
structure, the foundation is still as available as ever for the recon- 
struction of the beacon on principles equally sound,

THE ELECTRIC TELEGRAPH. 
(From the “ United Service Gaxelte.”) 


In our last publication we described the form of Cooke's improved 
generator,” andthe means ordinarily followed in the production of 
the electric current.

sulation from one another and the earth might be maintained without 
the heavy expense and unavoidable difficulty hitherto incurred. 
Before this period, the wires having been covered with cotton, and 
insulated by coating them with shell-lac, resin, or pitch, had been laid 
down in tubes or pipes of wood or iron. This method had been 
adopted on the Blackwall line in 1840, and has not since been altered. 
On the Great Western Railway it was superseded by the new and 
improved mode of insulation. Mr. Cooke now proposed to insulate 
the wires by suspending them in the air upon posts or standards of 
wood or iron; the wires not coming in actual contact with any part 
of the standard, but passing through rings of porcelain for earthen- 
ware. The standards were usually fixed at from forty to sixty yards 
asunder, and at each quarter of amile a stouter post was placed to 
bear the winding or straining apparatus. ‘This, as the figures in our 
next publication will show, was a simple winding reel, connected with 
a ratchet wheel and click to prevent 
its recoil, after the wire had been 
strained up by its means. The inter- 
mediate posts within each quarter of a 
mile only supported the wire, without 
reference to its tension, which de- 
Rohe solely on the winding posts, 
nstead of the copper wires hitherto 
employed, galvanised iron wires of a 
larger size were now used. By the 
adoption of this method of extending 
the conducting wires, the cost of con- 
struction of an electric telegraph was 
reduced nearly one half, and at the 
same time the risk of imperfect insu- 
lation was diminished. So long as 
the wires were buried in tubes beneath 
the ground, it was always deemed 
prudent to add a return wire, ex- 
tending from one end of the fine to 
the other, as it was found very ditticult 
to render the insulation sufficiently 
good to enable the earth itself to be 
used as half of the circuit. The ten- 
dency of the electric fluid to escape 
from the wires in the tubes to the 
earth was much greater than to 
another wire lying in the same tube, 
so that the latter plan was always 
adopted, But when the suspended 
conductors came into operation, the 
insulation was rendered so complete 
that the earth was subsequently in all 
cases used to return the current, by 
which means an economy of one wire 
throughout the whole line was effected. 
In addition to this, another very de- 
cided advantage was gained by the 
Aman tr of the wires, in the facility 
with which accidental errors or in- 
juries were discovered and rectified. 
hile the tubes were in use, it was 
necessary to supply at almost each 
quarter of a mile along the line a 
proving or testing post, within which 
the wires were brought up to a box, so 
as to afford the means of examining 
any of them as to their insulation and 
conducting power. For this purpose 
Mr. Cooke has invented an instru- 
ment called the “detector ”—shown in 
one of our figures last week—by which 
the perfect state of each wire could be 
tested, and the position of any errors 
or faults discovered with considerable 
accuracy. ‘The wire of the Ad. 
miralty telegraph, between London and Nine Elms, is buried in a 
tube, and it was only on Tuesday last that by aid of the detector a 
fault was discovered in the wire near the Victoria Theatre, and at 
once repaired. The insulation of the Admiralty wire is admirably 
maintained, having kuown no disturbance from the time of its esta- 
blishment to the night of the great aurora, a fortnight ago, when the 
needles exhibited for a short time considerable agitation, 

From the wire the connection with the telegraph is established 
by a coiled wire linked to a portion of the current-changing appa- 
ratus, called a “ galvanic terminal,” as is well shown in the Dena 
panying diagrams.

Mitra.—The fleet under the command of Admiral Sir W. Parker 
led ou the morning of the 6ch inst. It consisted of the Hibernia, 
Trafalgar, Superb, Rodney, Albion, and Vanguard ships of the line, 
and the Thetis frigate. Its destination was believed to be Leghorn, 
but nothing certain was known, as the utmost secrecy was observed. 
The trial of the mutineers of the Superb had not taken place at the 
sailing of the fleet. It was rumoured that it would be held at sea,

Canapa.—The Earl and Countess of Elgin arrived in Montreal 
from a tour in the upper province, on the morning of the 23d of Oc- 
tober, and immediately proceeded to Monklands, During the pro- 
gress his excellency received addresses (among others) from the in- 
habitants and from the rand jury of the Home District, and from 
the Board of Trade of Sraa In reply to the inhabitants, Lord 
Elgin expressed regret that his visit had not occuired at a season well 
suited for prosecuting his researches into the interior of the country; 
added that he hoped a more intimate acquaintance with the Home 
District was only deferred; and declared that the exhibition he wit- 
nessed at Hamilton was gratifying as “ an exhibition not only of 
agricultural products, but of agricultural producers. Riots, of 
which the entorcement of the Schoo! Act was the cause (or pretext, 
had broken out in various parts of the lower province, Two Irish- 
men (one a Catholic, the other a Protestant) had been assassinated 
at Montreal by one individual, A person of indifferent repute, of 
the name of Carroll, had been committed on a charge of commit:ing 
the murder, in consequence of the verdict of the coroner's jury. The 
proceedings on the inquest had given rise to some discussion, and 
certainiy, to an Englishman, they appear to have been sufficiently 
irregular, For a few days previous to the dispatch of the mail, the 
weather had been fine, but unusually cold for the season, This 
bright glimpse had been preceded by snow and sleet. The harvest 
in Upier Canada had been, both in quantity and quality, far above 
an average; and notwithstanding a stop had been put to speculation 
by the reports from Europe, no fear was entertained of farmers not 
finding a ready sale, at remunerative prices, for their produce. The 
disastrous conimercial intelligence from England had produced no 
visible effect on the mercantile community at Canada. The ship- 
ping season was nearly over, though a few vessels were still expected 
at Quebec, 
ova Scotia.—The political news from this cclony is unimpor- 
tant. The commercial intelligence from England had produced a 
minor panir, which really does not appear to have been warranted by 
the state of affairs in the colony itself. A trial of considerale in- 
terest had come on before the Nova Scotian Court of Vice- Admiralty, 
The accused, W, M‘Guire, had been sent to Nova Scotia from New- 
foundland, there being no court competent to try him in the latter 
Province. He was the master of the Thomas Tattersall, and accused 
of the murder of T. Plunkett and — Hennety on the high seas, A 
plea of insanity was put in on his behalf, and though his conduct in 
court was, from its extravagance, such as to induce a suspicion of 
acting, the testimony of the gaoler and medical men led the jury to 
declare him of unsound mind. ‘The case of the murder was, in con- 
Sequence, not fully gone into. 
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bers to about 25,000 men. The plan of General Scott appears to 
have been to fortify himself in his present position, and there await 
the movements of the enemy. The American journals are Joud in 
their praises of the moderation which he has displayed efter the con- 
quest, and the wise measures which haye been taken by the govern- 
ment of Mexico to re-establish confidence and security in the city.

By the royal mail steam-ship Cambria, which arrived on Tuesday, 
we have advices from New York to the 31st ult., Boston to the lst 
inst., and Halifax to the 4th inst. The length of the passage is at- 
tributable to the Cambria s detention at Halifax, owing to dense fog, 
tili the morning of the 4th inst., and also to the breaking of her con- 
necting piston-rod on Sunday, by which the engines were stopped 
six hours. She has brought 70,0002, specie on freight. We have no 
news from General Scott. Tnere are some particulars of Santa 
Anna’s attack upon Puebla. He commenced cannonading the Ame- 
rican works from three different points on the 27th of September, at 
five o'clock, r.m., when the Americans commenced throwing bombs, 
cannon shot, &c., into the centre of the city, which suffered severely, 
At eight o'clock the firing ceased. The next day Santa Anna put up 
breastworks of cotton bales, and the firing was renewed on both sides, 
which was continued all day, ceased during the night, but was re- 
newed the next morning, and kept up at intervals till the 30th, On 
the Ist ult., Santa Anna, at the head of 2000 cavairy and infantry, 
and three pieces of artillery, sallied out to attack the American 
trains, He reached Perote on the 4th ult., and soon after all his 
men, except 130 Hussars, pronounced against him, accusing him of 
incapacity, attributing all the late disasters to him, Santa Anna 
reached Lapeyanitaleo with his Hussars, when he received orders 
from Queretaro to repair thither with his forces, 

General Pena y Pena was discharging the functions of president 
at Queretaro, and refused to recognise the associates appointed b 
Santa Anna, and proposed that Congress should elect new ones, A 
report prevailed at Vera Cruz that the Texan Rangers sent out to 
attack the guerillas had all been Cut off but two. A difficulty had 
occurred in the Massachusetts regiment, General Cushing had dis- 
armed 65 men, General Lane had arrived at Perote on the 4th, 
Four thousand men, with a heavy train, were about to leave Vera 
Cruz for the South. Rumour said that General Patterson would 
march against a new state of Mexico not yet invaded. All was quiet 
at the National Bridge. ‘The Legislature of the department of Vera 
Cruz assembled at Huatascalca on the 27th, The « Arco Iris” says 
that Herrera had assembled 10,000 men of the National Guards 
at Queretaro,

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

France.—The accidental discharge of the pistol of one of the 
servants of an officer on the king’s stalf, just as his majesty had, on 
Thursday evening last week, reached the Paris terminus of the Cor- 
beil railroad, on his return from Fontainebleau, occasioned consider- 
able sensation in the French capital. ‘The king cannot be persuaded 
that the affuir was purely accidental. 

A highly important resolution was adopted by the council-general 
of Paris on Friday last, by a majority of 25 to J0. It is to the fol- 
lowing effect: —“ Whereas an experience of sixteen years has dis. 
closed sericus imperfections in the electoral law of the 19th of April, 
1831, and demonstrated the necessity and urgency of modifyin 
several of its enactments, the council expresses a wish that the go- 
vernment and the chambers should atiend with solicitude to the revi- 
sion of that law at the next legislative session.” This resolution was 
strenuously resisted by Count Rambuteau, the prefect of the Seine, 
who contended, in the name of the minister of tne interior, that the 
expression of such a desire was not within the powers of the council- 
general. Four members abstained fro n voting. 

PontuGat.—We have received letters of the 9th inst. from Lisbon, 

he ministerial crisis still continued, though on more than one occa- 
sion it appeared to have been terminated by the appointment of a 
Liberal candidate.

We can- 
not suffer the oppression of the present regulations of the Church of 
the State, and therefore we Separate from it. 2. We remain what 
We are and what we were—Evangelical Christians, 3. We regard, as 
heretofore, the Bible as the groundwork of Christianity. 4. Our 
creed is—I believe in God, in his eternal kingdom proclaimed to the 
world by Jesus Christ, 5. Our worship remains the same, though 
with freedom as to its form. 6. Our doctrine is based on the 
evangelical principles of freedom and love. We are a Christian 
confession, 

RNome.—Nothing has been decided upon as to the resignation by 
Cardinal Ferreiti of the office of Secretary of State. All good men 
are exerting themselves to induce the Cardinal to retract his deter- 
mination, lt is said this morning that he has been prevailed upon 
to remain in office until after the installation of the deputies and the 
municipality. It is also rumoured that the people of Rome are 
about to solicit his eminence not to retire at this moment. Cardinal 
Ferretti has too much patriotism not to yield to this appeal, notwith- 
standing his distaste for business, and his desire of repose, All hope 
of retaining him is not yet lost, and his resignation is not formally 
accepted, In all other respects Rome is perfectly tranquil, 

Naruiws. —Tranquillity is completely restored in Calabria and 
Sicily, the royal troops have re-entered their cantonments, and the 
extraordinary powers given by the king to General Landi and other 
military commanders are withdrawn. The « Bilancia” mentions 
that England had demanded the dismissal of General Landi, who 
had opened the despatches of the British consul at Messina.

THE CURRENCY AND THE BANKRUPT LIST. 

We shall soon see what Parliament will do to meet the extra- 
ordinary crisis now pending. All that is happening we have long 
predicted. Our readers will recollect when one large house after 
another was yielding to the restriction of the Act of 1844, and 
when the Chancellor of the. Exchequer was declaring that the 
worst was over, we said plainly that the months of November 
and December would be fruitful in bankruptcies of tradesmen 
generally. On Tuesday a list appeared in the “ London Ga- 
zette” of nearly half a hundred houses brought before their cre~ 
ditors. We predicted that what now appears, would be the case, 
because we knew the forbearance of one respectable tradesman 
towards another; but we knew also, that the majority of the cre- 
ditors under the existing system would ultimately render them 
inexorable for their own sakes, and that as soon as the Courts of 
law were re-opened, writs and notices of bankruptcy would fly 
like wildfire. 

We shall not know, till next week, what the Government really 
mean to do in detail, but we hesitate not to say that any mere half 
measure will be futile. No mere palliative will meet the case ; 
the wound must be probed to the bottom, the core must be eradi- 
cated, or, to speak without a figure, the principle of the Act of 
1819 must be destroyed. A present expansion of the Bank issues 
to the extent of some millions will afford temporary relief; but 
if the advisers of her Gracious Majesty be true to the trust re- 
posed in them, they must prevent, for ever, a recurrence of the 
mischief that has been inflicted on the United Kingdom and her 
colonies. ‘The ultimate and efficient remedy can only be as free 
a price of gold in our currency as of any other commodity. 

It will take years to reconstruct what has been destroyed. The 
credit of Great Britain has been impiously sacrificed to the golden 
Juggernaut, with no more earthly reason — no more future hope, 
than attends the immolation of the human victims that are crashed 
under the wheels of the pretended deity of India under British 
sanction, and to the increase of British revenue! In our monetary 
case, too, we have seen the same demand of participation in the 
fruits of iniquity and oppression under the claimed proceeds of 
usury from the Bank of England; so true is it, that when pepe 
or private men depart from a righteous course, they never know 
where it will lead them. AS 

We look with the deepest interest to the issue, because we feel it 
to be the cause of humanity, and that the abandonment of our ex- 
isting money laws will prove to be the deliverance of our labouring 
classes from the thraldom which has so long overborne them. 
Railway labourers discharged by tens and hundreds of thousands ; 
artizans employed only half their legitimate working time, or 
altogether discharged, while orders abound ; agricultural labourers 
compelled to support their families with wages from seven to ten 
shillings a week; and poor needlewomen in London earning from 
four to four and sixpence a week, for labour of fifteen and sixteen 
hoursa day, in the capital of the richest nation upon earth—all be- 
cause the leading statesmen of that nation have adopted the absurd 
notion that they have no right to remunerate labour but by a cur- 
rency convertible at all times into a foreign and fugitive metal — 
gold —at a fixed price ; metal that can never be obtained in sufti- 
cient quantity to form the basis of internal circulation ; and even 
ifit could be obtained, wanting as it does the element of taxation, 
cannot be a just measure for taxed labour. : 

The public are happily beginning to understand this great 
social question, and if our senators fail also to comprehend it, 
their discussions will be little valued. But we will hope better 
things. England, in her extremity, has always had vouchsafed 
to her, by Divine providence, a great mind suited to the occasion ; 
and we would fain hope, in the new Parliament, the mantle of 
William Pitt will be permitted to fall on some one man, at least, 
who will have the wisdom, the courage, the magnanimity to un- 


ravel the monetary question, and to place it upon a secure and a 


prosperous basis. 


We observe with interest that another beam of light has fallen 
upon the monetary writer of the “ Times.” A leading article on 
Tuesday exhibits a degree of sensitiveness that the generation in 
which a portion of the public debt has been contracted, should feel 
an obligation to dischargeit. This is precisely the point at which 
we have long been aiming. The Editor of the “ Times,” as yet, 
has only felt his conscience roused to the extent of the nine 
millions contracted for the relief of Ireland. After ä while, we 
hope this gentleman will extend his view, and that he will see 
the same reasons he adduces for the morality of paying nine mils 
lions, should lead him to urge that the five hundred millions added 
to the public debt between the years 1797 and 1815, ought to 
have been discharged by the generation by which it was con- 
tracted —that this was in progress of being effected by the ad- 
mirable arrangement instituted by Mr, Pitt —that it was owing 
entirely to the manœuvres of the bullionists, who promoted and 
carried the fatal Act of 1819, that this was not done; because it jg 
notorious that, before their schemes prevailed, there was, on an 
average for several years, a sum of fifteen millions of surplus 
revenue, which ought to have been applied to that purpose in 
continuance ; and that if the currency, in which that portion of 
the debt had been contracted, had not been prematurely aban- 
doned, four hundred and twenty millions of that sum would, by 
the close of this year, have been paid off. 

Yet, strange to say, the “ Times” has been the most strennous 
advocate for the maintenance of the present inequitable currency, 
and has professed a peculiar regard for the interests of the public 
creditor, We are willing to hope, however, that the “ Times” is 
beginning to tack on the Currency question, and, as Mr. Muntz, 
the honourable member for Birmingham, predicted, will become 
ultimately ranged among the advocates of a free and unfettered 
currency: just as it first undertook the advocacy for the corn laws 
and the poor laws, and became a determined opponent. of both. 
The matter of fact is, that our unwieldy contemporary is just now 
watching which way the clouds are moving, in order that it may 
chop round, if necessary, and once more sail on the breeze of 
popular opinion. On the Currency, as on the Tractarian ques- 
tion, the editor of the “Times” has strangely contradicted its 
ancient policy of leading, rather than ranning behind, public 
opinion; but it is said to be never too late to repent, and we shall 
wait and watch the consummation with all becoming patience.

Tue Evecraic Tetrcrarn.—After months of labour in laying 
the wires, a thorough communication is effected between London, 
Liverpool, and Manchester, from the company’s temporary oflices, in 
Seymour Street, Euston Square.

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THE AMERICAN TROOPS FORCING AN ENTRANCE TO THE CITY 
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THE SIEGE OF CHAPULTEPEC, 


Behind the castle of Chapultepec, which is situated on a high por- 
phyry rock placed on the plain at the foot of an even sloping rise 
towards the mountains, called in Spanish, loma, the fight commenced, 
Santa Anna had displayed his lines on the gentle slope behind, and 
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there the Americans attacked them. From 5 to 9 in the morning 
the firing was very heavy, and the Americans took by storm a forti- 
fied powder magazine which stood higher up on the loma, and also a 
fortitied watermill, situated upon the low ground on the outskirts of 
the castle park, and between this and the ascending slope. Here 
they destroyed the cannon foundry, but were then obliged to retire, 
as the point was completely commanded by the fire of the fort. In 
Mexico the bells were triumphantly rung as for a great victory, and 
in fact, the Mexicans, though beaten, were justified in regarding the 
fight as a victory, as the enemy found himself obliged to give up his 
conquered positions, and had suffered a serious and irreparable loss 
for his small numbers. If Santa Anna had renewed the battle on 
the same day it is very probable that affairs would have turned out 
Very differently for the Americans, as the discontent at the signing 
of the armistice, combined with the dejection produced by the heavy 
loss of blood in the morning, had had a very demoralising effect upon 
the army, $ : 

The 9th and 10th of September passed quietly over, the belligerent 
parties only saluting each other at daybreak two or three times with 
cannon shot and grenades, each party occupying itself in repairing 
the damages received, and preparing for new and more terrible 
struggles. 

On the 11th of September the cavalry were ordered to make a 
movement on the lomas or sloping plains above Chapultepec and 
Tacubaya, and attack, if possible, the latter place. However, the 
enemy kept a very good look out, and no sooner did the cavalry 
begin to move out of town than their scouts appeared upon the 
lomas, and sooner after a small force appeared to defend the plains, 

On the 12th the cannon began to roar again, south and west, at the 
garita of San Antonio and at Chapultepec, but it very soon became 
evident where the real attack was intended, for on the south side the 
fire was slackened, and after a time it left off altogether; while on 
the west it grew more and more violent, and about 8 o'clock, a.m., 
the enemy opened his battery of mortars upon the castle and began 
to throw sheil with a most uncomfortable precision. This fire was 
kept up by three batteries, each of one large mortar, situated in a 
small segment of a circle to the south of the fort, the whole day until 
7 o'clock at night, and a strong division of their army was drawn out 
in line of battle on the /oma behind as simple spectators awaiting an 
attack, At half-past 7 o'clock a column came hastily descending 
from the lomas towards the castle, and soon after a heavy firing 
Opened upon ail sides, and Chapultepec wrapped itself up in a dense 
cloud of smoke. In the meantime the mortars continued playing 
upon the castle until a quarter past 9 o'clock, when they ceased, 
During this time the firing in and about the castle had three times 
apparently reached its climax, and then suddenly slackened, so that 
we believed the assault had been beaten off; but at 25 minutes past 
9 o'clock the Mexican flag suddenly disappeared, a blue flag was 
shown, and directly after the stars and stripes arose and waved over 
the conquered fortress, 

Directly after having taken the p'ace the Americans hauled down 
the light field pieces from the castle, and fired them upon the re- 
treating enemy, upon whose heels they closely followed. The firing 
came nearer and near, and about 2 o'clock, pm., the innermost 
intrenchments bezan to open their fire, and bails to whistle in 
the town, 

In the evening, about oracion, the suburb of San Cosme, to the 
north-west, had already been taken, and in the west the Paseo, so 
that only the fortified tobacco manufactory, christened witn the 
pompous name of Citadelle, hirdered the Americans from marching 
into the town, Towards evening the firing ceased, and already the 
inhabitants were hoping to pass a quiet night, when suddenly the 
dull roar of a large mortar resounded close by the town, and sheils 
with fiery tails came on whistling over the azoteas., Fortunately only 
10 or 12 shells and grenades were thrown, probably to measure dis- 
tances, and give the inhabitants a foretaste of what awaited them in 
case of any further resistance. Happily these projectiles did not oc- 
casion great damage, but ‘they aitained their purpose of hindering 
any further resistance and striking terror into the inhabitants, while 
they induced Santa Anna to break upin the middle of the night and 
retreat with all his force, leaving the city to the mercy of the victors, 
He turned northward to the villa of Gaudaloupe, and after a short 
rest retreated on to San Juan de Teotihuacan. 

On Tuesday, the 14th of September, in the morning at 6 o'clock, 
the first American column made its appearance in the streets of 
Mexico, and came on in dense masses through the principal streets 
of Mexico, Calle San l'rancisco, del Correo, dela Professa, and the 
two Plateros, in a straight line from the Alameida up to the palace 
and Pliza Mayor. At half-past 6 the Mexican colours disappeared 
from the palace, a regimental flag took their place, and directiy after- 
wards the stars and stripes arose and waved over the palace of Monte-~ 
zuma, as the Americans call it. A loud hurrah welcomed their ap- 
pearance, In the meantime several shot began to resound from se- 
veral houses around, and in a short time the fire became general all 
over the town, and the whole American brigade dispersed itself in 
order to conquer this last resistance. 

At 9 o'clock, a.m., the cannon began to roir in all the streets, and 
before noon the Americans were in possession of all the chief points, 
churches, and convents, which commanded the surrounding houses 
and streets. 

From the 14th to the 16th, during the resistance in the streets, 
much blood was spilt to no purpose on both sides, and the property 
and life of the peaceable citizens were exposed to the spoliations, de- 
Predatious, and arbitrariness of a victorious and rude soldiery; for 
the small number of the patriots made any effective resistance hope- 
less, Happiiy the Americans behaved, on the whole, exemplarily, 
and very tew citizens had to deplore the loss of their property. 

The castle or palace of Chapultepec, situated about two mives from 
the city of Mexico, was built by the viceroy Galvez, and inhabited by 
him ; likewise by the late ex- Emperor Sturbide. It stands on a re- 
markable hill, or rather rock, and commands a most beautiful view of 
the city and surrounding country. 

It is situated in the midst of a delightful park, and was, until the 
late unsettled times, a preat resort and promenade for the Mexicans 
and foreign residents on Sundays and holidays, on iccount of its 
great proximity to the city, being a remarkably pleasant ride, especi- 
ally as the road passes the whole way close to the fine aqueduct. Nu- 
merous pic. nic and gipsy parties, as they are called in this country, 
were constantiy made to;Chapultepec, and with the variegated aud pic- 
turesque costumes of the Mexicans it presented a most animated 
spectacle, a scene which the pencil of Watteau and Lancret would 
have delighted to pourtray. 

The gardens and park are alwavs cool and pleasant, on account of 
the numerous immense trees planted ail around, calied by the natives 
Cypresses; they are, indeed, noble trees, perhaps unequalled in any 
other portion of the globe; some of their trunks are upwards of sixty 
feet in circumference ; they are of immense height, and from their 
thick foliage descend great quantities of that remarkable lichen, 
several yards long, calied barba de Espana, or Spanish beard, 

Chapultepec has several times been fortified by the various revolu- 
tionary leaders who have from time to time distracted their country 
with their factions; and being a strong place, it has been the scene of 
many sanguinary contests; none, however, equal to the las: and 
mos. fata: conflict, which has gained jfor it a melancholy notoriety, 
as being the last stronghold which resisted a foreign invader to 
the soil, and for a short space only hindered his numerous legions 
fiom entering the splendid capital of Mexico, and fixing (perhaps for 
ever) his victorious standard on the palace of Anahuac., 
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FINE ARTS. 

Windsor Castle from the North West. Published by Alexander and 
David O. Hil, — This handsome engraving by Mr. William 
Richardson, from a paintin,y by Mr. David Octavius Hill, is, as re- 
gards the Stately edifice it represents, and the scenery around it, an 
accurate and very pleasing picture. T'he point of view is well 
Chosen. It has the rare merit of Originality, and includes a portion 
of the humbie dwellings contiguous to the proud palace, suggesting 
Subjects of reflection to the philosopher, ‘he artist has been singu- 
larly hapoy in his disposition of light and shade. The moon rising 
behind the castle casts a sufliciency of light upon the objects on the 
opposite side to bring them out distinetly ; and the unruffled Thame, 
over Which swans glide gracefully and oars are gentiy splashed, hap- 
pily realises the idea of perfect serenity, There is a slight anomaly 
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in the costumes of the figures in the foreground, which is probably 
the result of the artist being a Scotchman. While the ladies on the 
banks wear the cap of Mary Stuart, some girls in a boat are hooded 
after the fashion of the “bonnie lasses ayant the Tweed.” But 
these are slight imperfections, in no way detracting from the general 
merit of the picture.

Ba Court, — Kino ann Orners v, tHe Duge or Bucxine- 
nam. — Mr Bramwell said, that in the case of certain creditors of 
the Duke of Buckingham, he had to apply to the Court to have an 
order, made by Mr. Justice Williams, rescinded, There were seve- 
ral creditors, and execution was issued in three counties against the 
Duke’s property, but there was only one interpleader made. There 
Were a great many claimants on different grounds. ‘I'he order made 
was, “ whether the said goods were the goods of the claimants, or any 
or either of them.” This order did not satisfy the attorney for the 
execution creditors, and he gave notice that he would move that the 
words *“ or any or either of them be omitted. The matter was 
again brought before Mr. Justice Williams; and, after some discus- 
sion, he declined to make the alteration required, and adhered to the 
original order. He submitted that the order should be rescinded, If 
the words were allowed to stand it would be manifest injustice, as, 
when they went to trial, it might be difficult to establish to whom the 
goods belonged. He admitted that he could not contend that the 
order should stand as submitted by the attorney, — Mr. Justice Pat- 
teson: How many issues are there to be? “Mr, Bramwell: But 
one. There were five creditors, and if the Court would allow them 
to have an order for five issues, that would satisfy them, and the 
probable results would be that there would be separate issues di- 
rected ; and if the execution creditors got time to consider, they would 
try one case, and if they were defeated In that they would abandon 
the rest. Mr. Justice Patteson said, that it did not appear to him 
that the Court could interfere. Mr, Bramwell said that the Court 
had certainly the power of interfering, and the learned gentleman 
cited certain cases in support of this statement. Mr. Justice Patte- 
son said that he could not take upon himself, sitting alone, to alter 
an order of a Judge at Chambers, The matter should be brought 
before the full Court; but to avoid that expense if possible, he would 
think the matter over and speak to Mr, Justice Williams, and Mr.

Som-times “ piggy ” is overtaken, but more frequently he turns upon 
his pursuers, and vith a hideous grunt makes a desperate charge. This is the 
critical moment. The toremost huntsman pauses until he comes up, and drives 
the spear into his shoulder, piercing his heart; or, declining to await his advent, 
throws the spear as the hog nears the horse, and, with a turn of the rein, evades 
contact with the tusks of the infuriated beast. 

Should the first horseman fail, the second will give the coup de grace; and to 
him, therefore, the honour and trophies (the tusks) are assigned. The flesh of 
the hog makes excellent chops and hams, and the skull is preserved, when 
cleaned, to decorate the tent or bungalow of the destroyer.

The History of Servia, Translated from the German of Ranke by 
Mrs. A. Kerr. Murray, London. j 

We do not know, at the present moment, a more welcome contri- 
bution to general literature than this history of Servia, and of the 
successive revolutions that ultimately succeeded in wresting the 
government of a brave Christian people from the hands of the 
Sublime Porte. Mrs, Kerr has well acquitted herself in the trans- 
lation; aud the occasional notes with which she illustrates the ori- 
ginal, prove that she properly prepared herself for the task by a judi- 
cious course of reading and study. We give an extract relative to 
an institution, not altogether peculiar to Servia, but still singular 
enough to make the account interesting to our readers, 


Broriuennoop.—Persons unite with one another “ in the name of God and 
St. John,” for mutual fidelity and aid during their whole lives. A man, it is 
considered, will make the safest selection for his ‘* brother,” in choosing one of 
whom be may at sometime have dreamed that he had solicitedjassistance in some 
case of need. The allied designate themselves “ Brothers in God,” * Brothers 
by choice,” Pobratimi. No ec lesiastical benediction is considered necessary for 
constituting this bond in Servia Proper. In Altorshowa and Negotin, it is cus- 
tomary to renew the turf on graves on the morning of the second Monday after 
Easter; and on the afternoon of that day the young peonle assemble and twist 
Breen garlands: youths, each one with another, a maidens also, in the same 
manner, then entered into this alliance, whilst kissing through their garlands, 
which are afterwards exchanged, This first bond, however —they bein yet 
quite young—lasts ouly to the succeeding year : it is not yet “ brotherhood and 
sisterhood ” for ever; only an initiatory preparation, On the following Easter 

londay, by which time they have become betier acquainted, they either confirm 
their original choice, or make a new election, This union concerns only the per- 
sons by whom it is formed; marriage is, on the contrary, regarded as an affair of 
interest to the whole family. The fathers of two houses Meet, and settle the 
matter together; exchanging presenis, which sometimes amount to a consider. 
able value, Chus, by a sort of purchase, is so useful a member of the household 
as a grown-up n aiden surrendered by one to another, Her brother delivers the 
bride to the solemn procession which comes to conduct her to her new abode ; 
and there she is received by the sister, or sister-in-law, of the bridegroom, Sne 
dresses a child, touches with a distaff the walls which are s0 often to see her oc- 
cupied with this implement, aud carries bread, wine, and water up to the table 
which it will become her daily duty to prepare; with these sympoiical ceremo- 
nies she enters into the new community. Her mouth is sealed with a piece of 
sugar, to denote that she shoulo utrer little, and only what is good. As yet she 
is only a stranger; and for a whole year she is termed the “hetrothed.”? By an 
assumption of continued bashfulness, preserived by custom, she keeps apart, even 
from| her husband. In the presence of others she scarcely converses with him; 
much less would a playful phrase be permitted from her lips. It is only when 
years have passed, and she has become the mather of grown-up children, that 
the in reality Gnds herself on an equality with other members of the family into 
which she has entered.

Uses or THE SuNrLoweR.—The following account of some experiments made 
by a correspondent of the ** Dublin Farmers’ Gazette” may possib'y furnish some 
useful hints to some of our readers:—" On the 30th of August I presented, for 
the first time, a large sunflower head fall of seeds, but not perfectly ripe, though 
they appeared black, to four rabbits—an nli buck and doe, and the other two 
somewhat more than half grown; they first ate the green part and then the seeds 
and remainder of the head together. “On the following day I cast a second head 
to them ; they «melt at, but would not taste, it. I then separated the seeds from 
the head, but they still refused them. 1 then intermixed the seeds with bran, in 
equal proportious, and they ate them with eagerness. I have occasionally fed 
them with the seeds, as a eubstitute for Iy food and corn, ever since, generally 
giving the seeds alone, or sometimes intermixed with a small proportion of bran, 
and the rabbits have invariably eaten them with avidity. My rabbits look sleek 
in their coats, and frisk and ‘ drum’ the floor with their hinder feet, which are the 
best signs of health and good condition, During the course of the last three 
months I have never once given them corn, and only 3d. worth of bran. Given 
to horses, swine, poultry, &c., they should perhaps be previously broken or 
bruised in a machine, because, when dry and whole, they yield neither smell nor 
taste; and, unless the kernel or inside be tasted, many of those animals would at 
first refuse them ; besides, if broken, they would more readily digest in the sto- 
mach. On the 17th and 20th of September I gave the Bedi: intermixed with 
bran, to a neighbour's horse, at the time he was grazing in the field, and he ate 
them like corn; a few days afterwards I presented them alone, and he ate them 
with nearly the same eagerness. On the 20th of September, I threw down some 
seed to half-a-dezen store pigs; when they found out their sweet flavour they 
ate them with eagerness. I have likewise given them to dung-hill fowl, which 
did not peck them up with eagerness the first day, though they did on the second 
and third, when they had found out’ their sweet flavour; to ‘induce’fowls to eat 
them they should be mixed with mashed potatoes, T have since occasionally 
given them to swine, but my stock of seed being inconsiderable, I have never 
fattened them, though I do not entertain a doubt that swine may be fattened and 
horses fed with them; and also rabbits, and poultry of all kinds, both fed and 
fattened, and, perhaps, cows and oxen,

The next morning 
four others of the same com) any were executed at Mixcoac, and on 
the 13th thirty more were hung upon one gallows at the same place. 
The thirty were brought out for execution about the same time that 
Chepultepec was being stormed, and Colonel Harney, pointing to 
that place, told them that they should live long enough to see the 
American flag hoisted upon the battlements of that fortress, and no 
longer, Ina few moments our colours were raised, and after they 
were shown to them, they were launched into eternity! The clergy 
at San Angel pleaded haid to save the lives of these men, but it was 
in vain. General Twiggs tod them that to Ampudia, Arista, and 
Santa Anna did these men owe their deaths, for they stooped to the 
low business of soliciting desertion from our ranks, and had suc. 
ceeded in seducing from duty and allegiance the poor wretches who 
had to pay so dearly for their crimes!”
